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HE big Compton news is 
the inclusion of a new 
Fact-Index, completely re- 


set and expanded by 153 pages 

with more than 4,000 new fact 

entries. Preliminary to the ex- 
pansion of the Fact-Index, Julia 

E. Elliott, library indexer, made a year's 
survey. A staff of trained Compton in- 
dexers worked for three years in the actual 
compilation of the index with Miss Elliott 
as consultant. 

Librarians of school and public libraries 
in seventeen cities codperated for a year 
in searching the Compton Fact-Index for 
answers to difficult reference questions. 
Marion Horton, Assistant Librarian of the 
Library and Textbook Section of the Board 
of Education Library in Los Angeles and 
Editor of the A. L. A. Catalogs, checked 
fact entries on adult writers and wrote 
many new thumbnail biographies. Gladys 
English, Department Librarian, Work with 
Children, Los Angeles Public Library, like- 
wise checked entries on juvenile authors 
and illustrators, and prepared new bio- 
graphical material. 

An intensive survey was made to 
gather information on explorers and pio- 
neers who were important in local his- 
tory in all parts of the United States, 
Canada, and Latin America. All geo- 
graphical entries were revised for the 
latest spellings and population figures and 
hundreds of mew entries were added. 
Similar work was done in the fields of 
science, art, music, botany, etc.

The expansion and greater con- 
venience of the new index are not 
limited to the fact entries. The 
index itself gathers quantities of 
material under broad headings in 
order to save the reader's time. 
For example, under the heading 

Costume, a reader will find every picture 
and every bit of material on the subject 
which is contained in the set. This sec- 
tion was expanded from a quarter of a 
column to three and a half columns. Simi- 
lar expansion was made under such head- 
ings as Consumer problems, Latin Ameri- 
ca, etc. The form of the index has been 
improved by mechanical devices which 
accent the difference between headings and 
subheadings. 

During the past six weeks I have made 
a personal test of the Compton Fact-Index. 
I had in preparation a major article for 
the encyclopedia which involved research 
covering periods from ancient times to the 
present day. For weeks I worked with a 
set of Compton's at my elbow, checking 
dates and the spelling of place names, 
identifying persons, and relating their 
accomplishments to certain periods of his- 
tory. What this work would have meant in 
time and energy, had I been dependent 
upon ordinary reference materials, I shud- 
der to contemplate. Having satisfied my- 
self as to its adequacy, I await with inter. 
est the reports of the value of this simpli- 
fied and expanded Fact-Index to the boys 
and girls who will make the greatest use 
of it.

An Annotated Bibliography of Books & Pamphlets on Economic Citizenship, compiled by 
Charles J. Boorkman, librarian of the N.Y.A. project at Quoddy Village, Maine (May 1941.

The New Testament in Basic English (Booxuist 38: 3, S 41) will be of especial interest to 
librarians in search of the readable book. Basic English is a development of C. K. Ogden of 
the Orthological Institute of Cambridge, England. It reduces the total English vocabulary 
to 850 “basic” words, the words for simple actions and familiar things most used in ordinary 
conversation. Thus it becomes an aid not only to foreigners learning English but also to 
natives of limited education and reading experience. This translation of the Bible (the Old 
Testament will follow later) represents 10 years’ collaboration between the Orthological 
Institute and a committee of biblical scholars. It loses surprisingly little of the beauty of 
the King James Version and will make it fully intelligible for the first time to many persons.

AKE pride in your country” is the 

slogan for the week of November 

10-16, designed to call attention to 
the excellent American Guide Series. 
With the appearance of the Oklahoma 
guide this fall the nation will have on its 
bookshelves the most complete picture of 
its life ever assembled—the American 
Guide Series. These books represent co- 
operation of government and publishers 
in the great project of the Writers’ Pro- 
gram which made use of the abilities of 
unemployed writers and research work- 
ers. Individual volumes are devoted to 
state, territory, region, or city. In each 
state and territorial Guide a uniform plan 
is followed. A section on general infor- 
mation gives pertinent facts concerning 
transportation facilities, accommodations, 
climate, and physical features. This is fol- 
lowed by background material of the state 
—its archeology, history, industrial de- 
velopment, labor movement, newspapers, 
architecture, literature, and arts. The 
chapter on folklore and folkways of its 
people is in many cases the most distinc- 
tive section of the book. Sightseeing in- 
formation is given for the principal cities 
with a city map to aid the traveler in lo- 
cating points of interest. A special feature 
of each book is numbered tours covering 
every major highway mile by mile, with 
descriptions of towns, inland and coastal 
waterways, and recreation areas along the 
route, historic shrines, architectural mon- 


uments, and contemporary and historical 
points of interest. In these tours are re- 
told many legends, short stories, personal 
anecdotes, and “tall tales” that lift these 
books above the average guidebook pat- 
tern. Where a particular region is noted 
for its cookery or a special food, that fact 
is also mentioned. Of course readers will 
discover omissions; they are unavoidable. 
However, on the whole, the level of the 
series is high. 

A calendar of annual events, a selective 
bibliography, and a comprehensive index 
facilitate the use of the books. Each Guide 
is illustrated with 80 to 100 photographs 
reproduced in gravure or half-tone. End- 
paper maps show tour routes, and there is 
also a transportation map, and a compre- 
hensive map of the state or territory. 

Although the books are uniform in gen- 
eral arrangement, the series is by no 
means stereotyped. Imagination has been 
shown in interpreting characteristic fea- 
tures of the various states, and in captur- 
ing the distinctive flavor of a locality. 

Through the cooperation of the various 
publishers of the American Guide Series 
and of retail booksellers, exhibits have 
been arranged for bookshops during 
American Guide Week. Libraries will 
realize the possibilities of exhibits and 
displays of this series during the week, 
emphasizing their own locality and the 
surrounding states. Citizens may well be 
proud of this achievement.

own material welfare, and the consequent 
violence of opportunist, revolutionary 
and counter-revolutionary groups. 

Americans still have a chance, however, 
to forestall internal dissension and decay 
by thinking, studying and working for the 
participation of all the people in the shap- 
ing of their own economic destiny. Such is 
the only sure basis for world peace, the 
only chance for life free from chronic 
insecurity, chronic cynicism, chronic fear 
and chronic warfare.

(For those few who have the time, it might 
be excellent to read widely in the works of 
Adam Smith, Karl Marx, John Stuart Mill, 
Irving Fisher, the Brookings institute studies 
and countless others, but most of us would 
be discouraged and befuddled by them. It 
should be noted as well, that many of the 
theories of traditional economists avply only 
to the societies in which they lived, and not 
to the completely changed, highly mechanized 
world of today. The works of Thorstein Veb- 
len, eminent antitraditionalist, still provide 
pertinent and rewarding, though not popular, 
reading.)

Along with entertaining and biting irony, he con- 
tributes a valuable study of definitions of words, 
of antitrust laws, of taxation by private organi- 
zation and the social philosophy of the future. 


Becker, C. L. Modern democracy. Yale univ.

Emerging from this Cornell University professor's 
review of idealistic democratic ideas is the realiza- 
tion that if the problem of economic insecurity is 
not solved, democracy may be lost.

Macmil- 
lan, 1933. 396p. $3.75. 


A classic study of the silent modern “corporate 
revolution,” during which two thirds of the coun- 
try’s industrial wealth has passed from individual 
ownership to popularly financed corporate owner- 
ship. The consequent divorce of ownership from 
control is noted, as well as the inadequacy of tra- 
ditional theory in coping with contemporary prob- 
lems.

The chief danger to democracy lies in a possible 
economic aristocracy, is the warning in this chal-

Part III of this thought-provoking book deals 
with democracy in industry and the basic philoso- 
phy underlying collective bargaining, personal 
freedom in industry, and modern enterprise.

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Mr. Arnold is seriously concerned with the lack of 
free enterprise in the United States, and with the 
cramping effects of monopolies on the economic 
welfare of the country. The weaknesses and pos- 
sibilities of the Sherman anti-trust act are noted 
in his plea for the restoration of competition. 


CuaseE, Stuart. Rich land, poor land. Whit- 
tlesey house, McGraw-Hill, 1936.

The tragic effects of widespread waste of natural 
resources on the country and its economic well- 
being are described with the author’s usual facility 
and spirited style.

Economic conditions in America and those factors 
which are leading to disaster are summarized. Gov- 
ernment action, the author believes, may serve 


the public interest by adjusting the economic sys- 
tem.

Corporations may become so large that they lack 
efficiency and economy, crush competition, en- 
courage undemocratic methods and become an 
important cause for centralization in government, 
the author demonstrates.

The stark facts about the widespread economic 


deterioration of the Southeast through the vast 
waste of agricultural land.

Akron, Ohio is the scene of a study of conflict 
between personal and property rights. What the 
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people think and feel on the subject is obtained 
from interviews with citizens from all walks of 
life. A brief history of the city’s labor disputes 
is included. 


Kennepy, E. D. Dividends to pay. Reynal 
& Hitchcock, 1939. 288p. $2.50. 


Smaller corporations face precarious conditions, 
while the largest corporations are practically de- 
pression-proof, Mr. Kennedy finds. In his exami- 
nation of larger corporations, he concludes that 
they are contributing to a chronic state of de- 
pression by not paying out enough to keep capital- 
ism expanding. He offers no solution, however. 


McWitiams, C. Factories in the field. Little, 
1939.

For facts about migratory labor’s struggles in 
California for better working conditions, their 
exploitation by holders of large Mexican land 
grants and the tactics of farm owners, this book 
is excellent. 


MircHetL, B. and Mrircuett, L. P. Practical 
problems in economics. Holt, 1938. 596p. 
$3.50. 


A timely digest of present American and European 
economic problems. Among the subjects. dis- 
cussed are the housing problem as a heritage of 
industrialization, the farmer, industry, labor, the 
work of cooperatives and the economics of the 
communist and fascist countries. 


Montcomery, R. H. The brimstone game. 
Vanguard, 1940. 94p. $1.25. 


The evils of monopoly are shown in the story of 
the sulphur monopoly, its restriction of produc- 
tion, its rigid maintenance of high prices and sabo- 
tage of new methods of extracting sulphur. Free 
competition must be restored if unemployment is 
to be reduced, the author believes. 


Raper, A. F. and Rem, I. DE A. Sharecroppers 
all. Chapel Hill, Univ. of N.C. press, 1941. 
281p. $3. 


The authors believe that the present social philoso- 
phy will result in social disaster unless replaced 
by a new democratic philosophy of justice and 
service. This popular book on the serious prob- 
lems of sharecroppers and nonfarm workers gives 
a graphic picture of economic and social condi- 
tions and trends in the South. 


Smirn, J. R. The devil of the machine age.

Scarcity rather than abundance is the goal of both 
the government and private industry, the author 
notes. As a result, we find ourselves in an eco- 
nomic straightjacket. Intelligent suggestions for 
reform are given. 


Wess, W. P. Divided we stand. Farrar & 
Rinehart, 1937. 239p. $2.50. 


That large corporations are concentrated in the 
North and East and are fast dispossessing the 
South and West is shown in a discerning study 
which notes the similarity of such corporations to 
a large feudal state, though without the latter's 
responsibilities to its serfs. 


What Is Being Done? 


(Though much more needs to be done, some 
readers will be surprised to find how much 
has already been attempted. For instance, 
many people are unaware of cooperative en- 
terprises which exist in all parts of the coun- 
try. Of them, none is more interesting than 
the Citizens’ service exchange, a well or- 
ganized, successful self-help agency in Rich- 
mond, Virginia. The Citizen is the group’s 
informative paper, a good addition to any 
library. This group is practicing some of the 
suggestions made by Upton Sinclair in his 
four pamphlets bound together and called 
The epic plan for California, Pasadena, The 
Author, 1934.

A list of 
typical consumer organizations is included. Useful 
material for groups organizing a consumer pro- 
gram.

How study clubs of the St. Francis Xavier Uni- 
versity provided the impetus and investigation 
necessary for Nova Scotia’s solution of its eco- 
nomic plight. Cooperative marketing and build- 
ing, consumers’ cooperatives and credit unions 
were the result. 


Cowtinc, E. Cooperatives in America. Cow- 
ard-McCann, 1938. 206p. $2. 
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American cooperative activities are highlighted 
and the cooperative method of business is ex- 
plained in an informal, readable book. For readers 
who want a more detailed treatment of both the 
history and philosophy of the cooperative move- 
ment, The decline and rise of the consumer by 
H. M. Kallen (Appleton-Century, 1936. 484p. $2.75) 
is stimulating reading. In the popular book, ABC of 
cooperatives by G. Richardson (Longmans, 1940. 
264p. $2) appendixes give model bylaws for a con- 
sumer’s cooperative store and a federal credit union.

How labor unions are organized and grow, what 
tactics are used to further their advance, the politi- 
cal activities of unions, their effects on society and 
struggles between themselves, are objectively and 
clearly discussed. Supplementing this useful book 
are Industrial planning through collective bargain- 
ing by J. Hochman (3 W. 16 st., N.Y., Interna- 
tional ladies’ garment workers’ union. 1941. 52p. 
25c) which shows how a union can cooperate with 
management, and Do you know labor? by J. 
Myers (Washington, National home library foun- 
dation, 1940. 133p. 50c) which interprets the labor 
movement for the general public. It is concerned 
with the relation of trade unionism to democracy. 
A few publishers of useful, up-to-date pamphlets 
on labor and related subjects are The league for 
industrial democracy, 112 E. 19 st., N.Y., the 
Council for democracy, 285 Madison ave., N.Y., 
and the American labor education service, 437 
W. 59 st., N.Y. The middle class and organized 
labor by R. M. Lovett is one of the pertinent L.LD.

Cuitps, M. W. This is democracy. Yale univ. 
press, 1938. 169p. $2.50. 
Mr. Childs describes briefly what labor accom- 


plished in Sweden, Norway and Denmark through 
collective bargaining. 


New Deal 


Bearp, C. A. and Sarru, G. H. E. The old deal 
and the new. Macmillan, 1940. 294p. $2. 

One of the best introductions to the present ad- 
ministration. Though critical, it analyzes with de- 
tachment the new deal and its domestic and for- 
eign policies, showing it to be an extension of ten- 
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dencies begun in former administrations. Other 
good interpretations of the New deal and what it 
has done, told from the standpoint of New dealers, 
are: Stolberg and Vinton, Economic consequences 
of the new deal (Harcourt, 1935. 85p. $1), and 
H. L. Hopkins, Spending to save (Norton, 1936. 
197p. $1.50). In Whose constitution? (Reynal, 1936. 
336p. $1.75) H. A. Wallace examines the national 
aims and institutions of America and the ideas 
behind the New deal. For a useful survey of New 
deal measures and activities see L. M. Hacker, 
American problems of today (Crofts, 1938. 354p. 
$3). In An economic constitution for democracy 
(Yale univ. press, 1939. 101p. $1.50) G. H. Soule 
examines critically the economic achievements of 
the New deal and notes that many important prob- 
lems remain unsolved. B. and E. K. Lindley tell 
what the N.Y.A. program is doing for young peo- 
ple in their book, A new deal for youth (Viking, 
1938. 315p. $3). What is being done for the Ameri- 
can Negro farmer is explained in E. W. Hullinger, 
Plowing through (Morrow, 1940. 59p. $1.50). 


Savings Bank Insurance 


Mason, A. T. The Brandeis way. Princeton 
univ. press, 1938. 336p. $3. 

Savings bank insurance is described as one of the 
ways of making the democratic process a reality. 
Both cheap and safe, it was introduced into Massa- 
chusetts after a successful fight by Justice Brandeis. 
Readers should be stimulated to work for its ac- 
ceptance in other states as an alternative to exorbi- 
tantly priced industrial insurance, usually the 
only kind available to low salaried workers. 


What Should Be Done? 


(As diverse as the diagnoses are the proposed 
cures. Obviously no single program can read- 
just a complicated economic structure. With 
popular books at hand, however, everyone 
can know what is being suggested and why. 
Good pamphlet material on the subject is 
published by the National economic and social 
planning association, 1721 Eye st., N.W., 
Washington. Their Planning pamphlets are 
issued at least ten times a year, with an an- 
nual subscription price of $2.50. Many of the 
Public affairs pamphlets of the Public af- 
fairs committee, inc., 30 Rockefeller Plaza, 
N.Y. (10c each), are useful. Among them are 
Income and economic progress (1938) and 
Security or the dole? (rev. ed. 1938). The 
Public policy pamphlets (25c each) are pub- 
lished by the University of Chicago press. 
They include Organized scarcity and public 
policy (1939) and Death by tariff (1939). The 
National resources planning board publishes 
pamphlets (10c each) on planning for internal 
stability. Its After defense—what? (Washing- 
ton, Govt. print. off., 1941) is on postdefense 
planning for security.) 


Barnes, H. E. Society in transition; prob- 
lems of a changing age. Prentice-Hall, 1939. 
999p. $5; school ed., $3.75. 


What to do to correct the serious social lag in the 
face of modern technological achievements is 
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suggested in this study of leading social problems 
of the day. The author is a positive spokesman 
of liberal and antitraditional viewpoints. 


Boye, G. Democracy’s second chance; land, 
work 7 co-operation. Sheed & Ward, 1941. 
177p. $2. 


Decentralization, return to the land, home produc- 
tion, credit unions, and cooperatives are the 
author’s suggestions for a way of life that will 
solve America’s economic troubles. The problems 
facing farmers and workers are reviewed, with ex- 
amples of actual self-help experiments, particularly 
in Canada. 


CuasE, Stuart. The economy of abundance. 
Macmillan, 1934. 327p. $2.50. 


The possibilities of mass production to supply 
everyone with more than enough have outmoded 
the traditional economics of scarcity, on which the 
country is attempting to run itself. Mr. Chase 
thinks radical changes in the economic setup are 
necessary as a result. It is interesting to compare 
his conclusions in this book with those in the 


later, more elementary volume, A primer of eco- 
nomics.

No one can simplify a complicated subject more 
successfully than Mr. Chase, who explains briefly 
why the present economic machinery no longer 
works successfully. He suggests deliberate en- 
couragement of both public and private investment 
and a substantial forced reduction of savings. 


Dovctas, P. Controlling depressions. Nor- 
ton, 1935. 286p. $3. 


Among suggestions for change are a public works 
program concentrated on housing, a flexible gov- 
ernment budget with small expenditures in pros- 
perous times and large ones in depressions, public 
control of bank credit, flexible prices, public own- 
ership or leasing of public utilities, unemployment 
insurance, and a system of unemployed workers 
producing for each other. 


EzEKIEL, M. Jobs for all. Knopf, 1939. 299p. $2. 


The author outlines his plan for government- 
planned and subsidized industrial expansion, which 
he believes will solve our economic problems and 
strengthen democracy instead of leading to fascism 
or socialism. 


Famcuitp, H. P. Economics for the millions. 
Modern age books, 1940. 261p. $2.50. 


How our economic system works is explained 
in very simple terms. Professor Fairchild believes 
it can no longer function successfully and offers a 
definite program of change which is more drastic 
than the one suggested in A primer of economics 
by Stuart Chase. 


Forp, J. and Forp, K. M. The abolition of 
poverty. Macmillan, 1937. 300p. $2.50. 


The aim of the authors is to eliminate poverty 
through intelligent social planning. After a study 
of slums, they were convinced that such areas 
cannot be eradicated until poverty is done away 
with. Thus their present inquiry. 
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Gattoway, G. B. AND OTHERS. 
713p. $4. 

Over thirty specialists discuss in specific terms the 
need for resources, economics, social, area and 
defense planning in America. The book is impor- 
tant though somewhat academic.

Git, Corrincton. Wasted manpower. Nor- 
ton, 1939. 312p. $2.75. 


The facts on the extent of unemployment during 
the 20’s and 30’s are given, with reviews of the 
programs developed to meet it. The author sug- 
gests a program involving a national system of 
public employment offices, government programs 
of job training and retraining, stabilization of 
business by proper timing of government pur- 
chases, bank credit control, antitrust laws with 
teeth in them and a stable, extensive public 
works program. 


Gos.in, R. and Gostin, O. P. Don’t kill the 
goose. Harper, 1939. 169p. $2.50. 


Economic facts are explained in simple language 
and illustrated with pictorial statistics. The weak- 
nesses of many contemporary proposals for re- 
form are outlined, with the authors’ own sugges- 
tions for improvement. 


Heymann, H. Plan for permanent peace. 
Harper, 1941. 315p. $3.50. 


Specific proposals which have been made by 
churches, other groups and individuals for world 
economic reform are given in a thoughtful, well 
considered book for intelligent readers. The 
author’s personal program of action involves eco- 
nomic health at home, universal property and life 
insurance, a bank of nations with long and short 
term credits, and an international labor office. 


Howarp, G. K. America and a new world 
order. Scribner, 1940. 121p. $2.
